Help Him or Remedy 
the Evil.

Rev. Z. S. Farland, in his sermon at 
All Saints Episcopal church yesterday 
morning, stated that he was opposed 
to state prohibition because he did not 
think the evil of drink could be reme- 
died by legislation. 

Mr. Farland is rector of All Saints) 
church and he -preached to a large and | 
representative congregation. | 

In speaking he used about these | 
words: 

“There are many of us who do not | 
believe that a state law against the 
liquor traffic can remedy or cure the | 
evil of intemperance.” 

How many of his congregation was 
included in the “many of us” is not 
known, but it is known that quite 4 
number of his leading members agreed 
with him, for they so stated after the 
services. 

Mr. Farland said last night, 
asked about his alleged anti-prohibi- 
tion sermon, that he did not say he 
was opposed to prohibition. 

What Mr. Farland S-xid. 

“What I said,’ he stated, ‘was that 
many of us do not believe that prohi- 
bition prohibits and that statement 
was made on past experiences, for! 
we know that other states failed to 
have prohibition after passing prohi- | 
bition laws. The reference to prohi- 
bition was merely incidental in my ser- 
mon. I was talking on the casting 
out of the devils from the demoniac 
and spoke of the building up of the 
Christian character and of man’s will- 
power to fignt against sin. In this 
connection I spoke of the effort being 
made to help mankind and remedy the 
evil of intemperance by legislation. I 
said that unless a man resisted tempta- 
tion he could not save himself from 
evil and no laws by the state could 
help him. 1 also said that I did not 
believe that prohibition would pro 
hibit.” 

Same View as the Bishop. 

It will be remembered that when the 
legislature had up the state prohibi- 
tion bill two or three years ago and 
when nearly every minister of the 
gospel in the city was working for the 
passage of a prohibition law, Bishop 
Nelson, of the Episcopal church, took 
very much the sume position that Mr. 
Farland took in his sermon yesterday. 
Mr. Farland was probably the only 
minister in Atlanta who had anything 
to say in the pulpit yesterday about 
the prohibition measure that was not 
favorable to the law which has passed 
the senate and which will probably be 


voted upon by the house some day 
this week.

Roanoke, Va., July 14.—Roanoke is 
quiet today, after four hours’ of riot- 
ing last night, when a mop wrecked 
nine Greek restaurants, tnree Greek 
Shoe shine parlors, and two Syrian 
shops. The riot was caused by a dis- 
pute abou 5 cents between a Greek 
employed “in the Belmont Greek restau- 
rants, on Salem avenue, and an Ameri- 
can, who went there to pnuy a sand- 
wich. 

Nine places were wrecked on Salem 
avenue, three on Jefferson Street, one 
on Nelson street and one on Railroad 
avenue. Five men have been arrested 
and lodged in jail, and one of them has 
been released on $250 ball for his ap- 
pearance at the hearing of the case in 
the police court next Thursday.

Attempt to Assassinate M, 
Fallieres, Head of the 
French Republic. 


CROWD TRIED 10 LYNCH 
WOULD-BE ASSASSIN 


Shots Were Fired as President Was 
Returning From Review, but 
Missed the Mark—Escape of 
Fallieres Was Almost 
Miraculous. 


Paris, July 14.—The national] fete to- 
day was marred by a dastardly attempt 
on the life of President Fallieres by 
Leon Maille, a naval reservist, of Havre, 
who, it is believed, is suffering from the 
mania of persecution. Maille fired two 
shots at the president, but did not hit 
him. He was at once placed under ar- 
rest. 

On account of the activity of the anti- 
militiarists who tried to organize a 
demonstration against the army 
throughout France today, exceptional 
precautions were taken to safeguard 
President Fallferes. 

Two Shots Point Blank. 

The attempt on his life occurred on 
Avenue des Champs-Elysees while the 
president was returning to the palace 
from Long Champs, where he had re- 
viewed the garrison of Paris in the 
presence of 250,000 enthusiastic people. 
Premier Clemenceau and M. Lanes, the! 
president's secretary, were with the 
presjSent in hie» landau. which was 
escorted by a squadron 6f cuirassiers. 

The carriage had safely emerged from 
the Bois de Boulogne, where the anti- 
militarists had _ stationed thenselves 
with the intention of hooting the sol- 
diers and was descending the broad 
Champs-Elysees amid the acclamations 
of the crowds thronging the sidewalks 
who were shouting ‘Vive Fallieres,”

United States District Attorney 
Thomas L. Moore tonignt, when asked 
if he would take any action in ihe mat- 
ter of the rioting, said inat the case is | 
not covered by the federal statutes, as 
no conspiracy is charged. The procedure 
would be for the offended Greeks to ap- | 
peal to their government, which would 
then apply to the United States for} 
proper protection, and the Washington 
government would refer the matter to 
the government of Virginia. James D. 
Johnston, counsel for the Greeks, to- 
night made the following statement: 

“The Greeks have confidence in the 
sense and fairness and justice of the 
people of Roanoke, and believe they will 
be reimbursed for the damage they 
have sustained.”’ 

Nicholas George, head of the Greek 
colony, tonight said he had referred the 
matter to D.-N. Botess, Greeek consul 
general at New York, with the request 
that he take it up with the Washington 
authorities. George declares that it has 
not been decided whether the Greek 
restaurants will be reopened. He says 
that unless they are guaranteed protec- 
tion he will go with his iawyer to Wash- 


Statement by the Mayor. 

In an official statement tonight Mayor 
Joel H. Cutchin says the “regretable oc- 
ecasion of last night, wnen nine Greek 
restaurants and three Greek shoe shine 
parlors, and one or two Syrian shops 
were attacked and wrecked by a mob of 
several hundred people, has brought the 
blush of shame to every good citizen. of 
Roanoke.”’ 

The mayor says the riot occurred 
soon after midnight when the city was 
in semi-darkness, the poiice force of 
seven men scattered over the city with- 
out any facility for concentrating them 
at the scene, and that the three offi- 
cers nearest the point of attack were 
unable to cope with the crowd. The 
mayor and chief of police were . quickly 
summoned, but meantime the mob had 
increased in number to over one thou- 
sand. Following repeated efforts to dis- 
perse the mob a fire hose was turned on 
them to scatter them “so the police 
could get to work,’ and meantime, says 
the mayor's statement, stones and bricks 
were thrown into the various . places 
wrecked, scattered over several city 
blocks. 

Cant Find the Rioters.

BOTH SIDES HAVE FINISHED 


And Rébuttal Evidence Is Being 
Introduced—Both Sides Have In- 
troduced Evidence toe Show 
That Conspiracies Exist- 
ed Among Capitalists 
and Miners, 


Boise, Idaho, July !14.—The end of the 
trial of William D. Haywood, secretary 
and treasurer of the Western Federa- 
tion of Miners, charged with conspiracy 
to murder, is now within measurable 
distance. The case will now enter its 
tenth week of hearing before Judge 
Wood in the district court of Ada coun- 
ty. Both sides have finished and the 
rebuttal has been commenced. BPvidence 
has been introduced in support of the 
charge brought by the state of Idaho 
that a conspiracy existed among high 
officials of the Western Federation of 
Miners to intimidate all persons who 
ran counter to the punposes of union 
labor with a view to establishing mem- 
bers of organized bodies of working men 
as masters of the situation, thus com- 
mencing a political and industrial reor- 
ganization, which, having its initiative 
in the west, should spread with irresis- 
tible force throughout every section of 
the country. Evidence has ‘been intro- 
duced to show that in pursuance of this 
conspiracy eighteen men were mur- 
dered. 

Counter Conspiracy Charged. 

In defense of the man immediately con- 
cerned and of the officers of the West- 
ern Federation of Miners, who are 
charged with participating in the plans 
of murder, as a means to the desired 
ends, evidence has been introduced to 
show that another and counter-con- 
spiracy existed among employers of la- 
bor in the west looking to the annihila- 
tion of the Western Federation of 
Miners in particular, because the federa- 
tion represented the cause of organized 
labor. Evidence has been introduced to 
show that in furtherance of the con- 
spiracy among employers and capital- 
ists eighteen innocent men were killed, 
the constitution of the United States 
was violated and the conspiracy culmi- 
nated in the state of Idaho becoming a 
party to an attempt to compass the 
death of the leaders of the Western 
Federation of Miners, whose secretary 
is now on trial. 

The state of Idaho has produced Har- 
ry Orchard, who swears that he is the 
actual murderer of the eighteen men, 
whose death is not disputed. He swears 
that he was employed by William D. 
Haywood, Charles H. Moyer, the presi- 
dent, and others of the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners, to murder for a 
price. The Western Federation of 
Miners has produced witnesses to con- 
tradict the testimony of the self-con- 
fessed murderer and other witnesses 
to show thatif he murdered he mur- 
dered because he was employed by de- 
tectives in the employ of the owners of 
the mines and wealthy citizens of Colo- 
rado to commit crimes that might be 
laid to the doors of the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners. 

Will Defend Orchard’s Story. 

The state of Idaho, through its repre- 
sentative counsel, will argue to the jury 
within the next two weeks that Or- 
chard’s story is true and that there did 
exist the widespread conspiracy to ter- 
rorize what is called by the defendants 
in this case ‘“‘the capitalistic olass.’’ 

The Western Federation of Miners, 
through its attorneys, will argue that 
Orchard is a perjurer for reward, the 
reward being immunity from punishment 
for the mitirder of former Governor 
Steunenberg, and that a conspiracy now 
exists on the part of the mine owners 
and empl®yers of labor to discredit the 
Western Federation of Miners, even 
though Haywood, Moyer and Pettibone 
should hang in pursuance of their plans.

It Will Not Be Accepted by 
the Peace Congress, 


UNITED STATES PROPOSITION 


Regarding the Collection of Debts 
Will Soon Be Introduced—Dr. 
Drago Maintains That the 
United States’ Proposi- 
tion Is Not, His 
Doctrine. 


The Hague, July !4.—The approach- 
ing introduction of the American 
proposition, relative to the collection 
of debts, is causing great interest, es- 
pecially because of the attitude of the 
delegations of the Latin-American 
countries. Several of these delegates 
oppose the American proposition per- 
sonally, but have received instructions 
from their governments to vote in 
favor of it. They complain, however, 
that the administration at Washington 
has influenced their governments to 
side with the United States. 

Dr. Drago’s position is particularly 
critical, He maintains that the Amer- 
ican proposition does not embody his 
doctrine. He, therefore, wishes to pre- 
sent a separate proposition, the gen- 
eral outline of which already has been 
announced, but was prevented from so 


doing by the Buenos Ayres administra- 
tion. He then actually preBented an 
amendment, but his government com- 
pelled him to withdraw it, and he is 
now not even sure that he will speak 
on the subject. Dr. Drago has re- 
pented having accepted the position of 
delegate to the peace conference, he 
says, while the Argentine government 
fs in th hands of the opposition party.

OFFICER JONES WOUNDED 


Deputy Sheriffs at Macon Made Two 
Raids—Six Negroes Arrested in 
One Raid and Four in the 
Other—One Negro 
Killed. 


Macon, Ga., July 1!4.—(Special.j)—After 
@® desperate fight with a crowd of about 
ten negroes, near Crump’s park. last 
night, Deputy Sheriffs Tom Jones and 
Joe Wilson arrested six and placed 
them in jail, but not until] there was a 
difficulty, which caused the death of 
one negro, and a siight wound for Of- 
ficer Jones. Frank Kinard, who works 
for J. H. Kinette, in Vineville, was the 
negro who made the attack on the of- 
ficer, and with but a moment in which 
to act for his own -defense, the officer 
Shot with the intention of stopping his 
&ssailant. 

While the officers were engaged 
taking care of their prisoners, the 
jured negro made his way off into the 
darkness, and before any one could 
stop him he was los'. Early this morn- 
ing he was found dead in tne corn field 
of H. A. Tucker, adjoining the planta- 
tion of William Johnson. Efforts were 
made to locate the injured negro, but 
he escaped, and was unable to reach 
assistance before he grew too weak. 

Within a few minutes after the crowd 
of negroes from Crump’s park we.e 
lodged in jail another party of four 
were taken from another game in 4an- 
other direction. All were placed in 
jail and are there now charged with 
gambling. The officers. had planned 
both raids previous to their going o'1- 
and when the parties Were first aware 
of the coming of the officers they were 
disposed to offer fight. 

Coroner T. E. Young went to the scen} 
this morning and summoned a jury for 
an investigation. The resuly of the 
hearing was a vindication for the officer, 
it having been shown that he shot th? 
negro while he reSisted arrest and was 
striking Jones with a knife.

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TEN PERSONS ARE ACCUSED 


Two of Those to Be Tried Are 
Women — Vigilance Committee 
Pushing Case in Order to De- 
stroy the Alleged Black 
Hand Organization. 


Hahnville, La., July 14.—The small vii- 
lage of Hahnville, consisting of a jail, 
a& court house, one store, a river land- 
ing, and a few farm houses, will to- 
morrow become the scene of Louisiana’s 
most important criminal trial in a de- 
cade. 

Although the indictments, which 
charge ten Italians with murder, call 
oniy for ferreting out who kidnaped 
and strangled Walter Lamana, an 8- 
year-old New Orleans boy, a month ago, 
the real aim is the suppression of the 
Italian violence in this state. It is 
hoped not oniy tO make severe examples 
but to learn how extensive an organiza- 
tion was behind the plot, which induced 
ten persons, two of them women, to 
participate in an attempt to get $6,000 
ransorn. 
Vigilance Committee Pushing Case. 

Commercial bodies orf New Orleans 
and a vigilance committee of wealthy 
italians have helped bring the case to 
the present speedy trial. Owing to the 
State of public feeling, Governor Blan- 
chard has secured a special session of 
the court, and put the state militia at 
the disposal of tne sheriff of this parish, 
although it now appears very unlikely 
that any militia wil be needed. 

Tour Italians, including one of the 
women, will go on trial for their lives 
tomorrow morning, two more will stand 
trial a week hence, and the remainder 
of the ten, who are still at large, will 
be tried when captured. 

The leader of those to be tried to- 
morrow is Ignacio Capisciano, who re- 
vealed the crime after one of the most 
terrible sweatings imaginable. A posse 
of officers took him from his home near 
here at night, and in sound of the voice 
of his crying child, with a noose tight 
around his neck, and the rope over a 
tree limb they . forced Capisciano to 
break his work to his countrymen and 
tell what had been done with the boy. 
The fact that he led this posse two 
miles through a Swamp in the dark to 
the boy’s body, has fastened suspicion 
On him, although he Says he did not 
commit the crime. 

Woman Sheltered Men. 

Capisciano’s wife, it Is alleged, helpéd 
shelter these men. Collagero Gendusa, 
the third of those to. be tried tomor- 
row, is accused of having written the 
Black Hand letters, and acted as the 
go-between, attempting to secure ran- 
som. ‘Tony Costa, the fourth prisoner, 
is charged wit! furnishing the horse 
and wagon to carry away fhe boy. 
Those who go on trial next week are 
Leonardo Gebbia and his sister, Nicoli- 
na. This young woman first put the 
police on the thack of the murderers, In 
her statement she said that the man 
she intended to marry was one of them, 
and that their wedding had been made 
dependent upon securing some of the 
ransom money. Her brother is charged 
with participating in the pilot, 

The prisoners are al] confined in the 
New Orleans parish prison, and will not 
be brought here until ttme for the trial 
to begin.

Whittam declared that the climate of 
England had something to do with the 
superior quality of goods which it was 
able to produce, bit that the splendid 
commercial organization of Manches- 
te: was a great factor in securing the 
hold in had acquired un the world’s 
trade in textiles. Great Britain-sends 
abroad every years more cotton goods 
than America produces: for both its 
domestic and foreigu trade. 

On the royal exchange in Manches- 
ter practically all of England’s great 
home and foreign cotton trade is 
transacted. Ou Tuesday and Friday 
or each week 5,000 to 6,000 represen- 
tatives of the mills in the country, 
most of which are jocated within a 
radius of thirty miles, appear on the 
floor and transact business just as it 
is done on the stock exchanges o: this 
country. The yarn spinner sells and 
the weaver buys. Machinery agents, 
supply dealers, agents for yarn and 
cloth mills make contracts and hid for 
the supplies needed. Notes are made 
of the transactions and are confirmed 
later. The utmost facility in the dis- 
patch of business and the greatest 
economy in its transaction is thus se- 
cured. 

Manchester in 1901 was a city of 
only 544,000 people, but there are 
within a radius of twenty miles cf the | 
city hall a group of towns making | 
practically one great industria] com- 
munity numbering 3,000,000 swuls. 

An evidence of the aggressivenéss 
‘and, faith of its business men was 
sp’endidly demonstrated twenty-five 
years ago in their determination io 
build a ship canal which would per- 
mit the largest sea-going vessels to 
come into the, heart of the city. The 
canal was completed in 1894 and form-; 
ally opened for traffic. It cost $75.,-! 
000,000 and of this amount Manches- 
ter subscribed $25,000,000 and. secured 
contro] of the enterprise. The canal 
is over thirty-five miles long, twice as 
wide as the Suez canal and nas a 
depth of 26 feet.

prohibition, Judge J. L. Sweat, of this 
city, stated that during the séventies | 
and eighties, while Clark and represen- 
tative from Clinchin the state legisla- 
ture, because of the great evils of un- 
restricted cross roads and village bar- 
rooms, he was instrumental more than 
any one else ‘in putting whiskey out 
of more than a dozen south Georgia 
counties under special high license 
acts and that subsequently he aided in 
the passage of the general local option 
law, which he has always believed was 
the true solution of the Nhquor ques- 
tion, and that during the seven years 


he was judge of the Brunswick circuit, 
he found little difficulty in the en- 


in whicn, as the result of public sen- 
timent, the sale of liquor had been 
prohibited. 

He furthermore stated that inasmuch 
as the laws must be enforced through 


; | measure. 
forcement of the law in those counties | 


the courts and officials of each county, 
that in his opinion, it was necessary | 
that the sale of whiskey in each coun- 
ty should be prohibited as the result | 
of the dominant sentiment prevailing 
in the county and it was only possible 
for this to be attained under the op- 
eration of the general local option law. 

However strong, he_ stated, public

sentiment against the sale of whiskey 
might be in every other county in the 
State, vet the people of those counties | 
would have nothing to do in the en- 
forcement of the law in such counties 
as Chatham, Fulton, Richmond. Bibb, | 
Muscogee and the other counties where 
the dominant sentiment favors the 
sale. 

In all the counties of the state and 
especially the rural counties where the 
sale of whisky is now prohibited and 
in other counties similarly situated 
where it ought to be prohibited, the 
law can and ought to be rigidly en- 
forced against the illegal sale, but in 
the large cities where they have a 
strong police force, high license under 
strict regulation had been demonstrat- 
ed to be wisest and best and the evils | 
much less than from the illegal sale 
which was bound to be carried on in 
such cities and from which no revenue 
would be derived. 

He was also of the opinion that the 
manufacture and sale of wine, liquor 
and beer and its consumption for the 
many and various uses to which it 
was put, would neyer be prohibited in 
the United States by national legisla: 
tion nor would in his judgment any- 
thing like a majority of the states 
ever enact and keep in force prohibi- 
tion laws and hence it was really 
thought better that instead of the 
money of the people of this state being 
sent out into other states for liquor 
that in the large cities opportunity 
should be afforded for this legitimate 
purchase and at the same time let the 
state and the people get the benefit 
of the revenue from its sale as is now 
the case, both in maintaining munic- 
ipal government and also in aiding in 
the maintenance of common _— schools 
and in the payment of pensions. 

Entertagning these views, it was his 
honest, deliberate opinion that the 
members of the legislature of § this 
State should not be swept off their 
feet by an apparent public clamor 
which in many instances amounted to 
little more than a hysteria, but they 
should have the courage after calm 
and deliberate consideration, instead of 
passing the pending state prohibition 
bill, to amend and strengthen in every 
possible way our splendid general lo- 
cal option law. 

Remembering that the people of the 
State had not, as a whole, passed upon 
the question or demanded such legis- 
lation, in his opinion, those who un- 
der authority of law had invested hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars in Geor- 
gia in breweries and other perma- 
nent investments in connection with 
the liquor traffic, instead of having 


were entitled to some consideration, 
and while it seemed that there was a 
strong disposition to rush the measure 
through, vet the very least in his 
judgment the legislation would justly 
be autherized to do would be in the 
event it is determined to enact the 
law, to make it conditional upon its

Memphis, Tenn., July 14.—The Come 
mercial-Appeaj} will tomerrow publish 
the foliowing cotton review: 

“High temperatures and showers were 
very beneficial to cotton, which made 
rapid growth during the week. The 
most favorable reports of the season 
are now received from practically the 
entire cotton belt. ‘here are some re- 
ports of recovery of time lost earlier in 
the season, but over the belt as a whole 
the crop is still late and the plant 
small. The “laying by’’ cultivation wil:

FOt the smali size of the plant. 

“OKlahoma and Texas report slower 
Cullivauion thau elsewnere, iargely we- 
cause of labor scarcity and partly be- 
Cause the rainfall during the week was 
ieaviest in these states. The eastern 
Sectlon of the belt ise in excellent con- 
dition, the only drawback being the 
lateness of the crop. ‘here the crop will 
be finished in an unusually ciean conui- 
0n aS regards Cultivation. 

‘An occasional complaint from drouta 
is ieara and once in a while there is 
a section which has had too much 
rain. AS a rule the moisture was weil 
distributed and highly beneficial. Cen- 
tral Texas seems to fear too much 
rain as the crop has been stimulated 
tO very rapid growth by the hot 
Weather and showers of ten days now 
just past. 

“Blooms are reported from all sec- 
tions. Ihe plant has a thrifty appear- 
ance and looks stocky. Cultivation ig 
well advanced, except in a few sections 
in the west, where some recent aban- 
donment is reported fur lack of cult’. 
vation. In the earlier parts of the belt 
the plant is fruiting well. The farm 
sentiment is decidedly more 
though no reports indicate a full crop. 
Good Weather Absolately Necessary 

New Orleans, La, July !4+.—The Pie- 
ayune’s cctton review will say: 

“The remarkable disparity in the size 
of the cotton plants is a feature in the 
reports to The Picayune on conditions 
for the week ending today in Louis- 
lana and the southern part of Missis- 
sippi. The old crop is three months in 
advance of the youngest crop, with 
corresponding difference in the size of 
Plants. This makes the outlook grave, 
according to some corresponder.ts. A 
long period of good weather is abso- 
lutely necessary. A storm of any se- 
verity would endanger the major por- 
tion of the crop. Planters find diffi- 
culty in caring for this character of 
crop for in some fields a plant barely 


ing stage are found side by side. 

“Reports cn condition range from 70 
to 80 per cent, and it is generally con- 
ceded that the crop has gained one to 
two points during the week on ex- 
tremely favorable weather.

“7486 ONTEND this morning, my breth- 
ren and friends, to speak of our 
outlook at present and its warn- 
ing,’ said Dr. Broughton yesterday, 
“and, of course, you all understand at 
the very mention of my subject and the 
announcement of my text and the oc- 
casion as well, that — am to speak to 
you along the line of the present legis- 
lation in the state of Georgia, and in 
doing this I feel that I want to say first 
of all that we stand today facing a con- 
dition of things the like of which we 
have neyer faced. 
“On yesterday the senate of this state 
passed, as you know, a general prohi- 
bition bill—a prohibition fill for the 


State of Georgia as strong as the Eng- 
lish language can make a bill. I say | 
the senate did this. The senate of this | 
Slate has always been regarded as over- 
conservative, and especially with re-) 
spect to this matter of prohibition; it 
has been the senate that has stood in 
the way of state prohibition ever since 
Il became acquainted with the history 
of our state. The lower house hag on 
@& number of occasions heen ready and 
has passed siate prohibition legislation, 
but it has always met its Waterloo when 
ii reached the senate, but we stand to- 
day rejoicing in the fact that the sen- 
ate, which has always ‘been regarded 
as conservative, has taken the initiative 
and by the most overwhelming majority 
it has passed this state prohibition bill, 
by a vote of 34 to 7, almost unanimous, 
and passed it, too, without a discussion 
on the floor of the senate in favor or 
against it. @ say to you, my fellow 
citizens and friends, that such a condi- 
tion of things as that has never ‘been 
chronicled by the pen of a historian. 
Must Put God in It. 

“I do not know how you feel about it 
this morning, but I feel that there ig ab- 
solutely no answer to this save as we 
put God in it. God has been trying, 48 
ZI have oftentimes said from this plat- 
form, in these last days most especially, 
to find an apportunity to do something 
worthy of Himself that would set at 
naught the philosophy of the world; to 
do something sufficiently startling to 
make the sketptical man stop in the 
course of hfs skepticism and Wok up 
and say, God. And I feel that this has 
been God's time, and I believe that this 
has been God's way. 

“If there had been a long, heated cam- 
paign throughout the bounds of this 
Biate;: if there had been a long, pro- 
tracted debate in the various counties 
and districts of our state, if there had 
rolled up a great barrel of petitions 
containing the signatures of the vast 
majority of our people in this state In 
favor of the measure, then we could be- 
gin to look about us for an explanation 
in human machinery, but as it has been, 
there has ibeen nothirg of this done. 

“There has been no campaign waged, 
that is, of a specific character; there has 
been no great circulation of petitions, 
there have been petitions, but they have 
not been of that general character that 
would account for this vote; there has 
been no long protracted discussion of 
it—that is, in any recent date.

They Are Not United. 


“he arguments and the work ang the 
ritthods of the whisky power of this 
state reminds me more of the scatter- 
ing of tongues at the Tower of Babel 
thah anything I have ever seen. ‘they 
are not wnited, they have no uniform 
method of argument, no uniform method 
of procedure; they are like a lot ot 
beared children, knowing not which way 
to turn, nor what to take ‘hold otf. 1 
gay to you again that it is only to be 
explained by the fact that God Himseit 
has got into the front rank of the move- 
ment. And may I not utter this word 
of warning, that you see to it, brethren, 
that God gets credit for what belongs 
to Him. I hear some people saying, ‘Un, 
this is not a preacher movement, it 1s 
a business movement.’ It is no such 
thing. That is the devil's trick to get 
the gospel out of this whole movement. 
The business men are in it, brut the 
business men who are in it are Chr'is- 
tian men. and they were saved, humanly 
epeaking, by the churches that lie back 
of it. and don’t you let. anybody tell 
you that this is not a church movement, 
and that the preachers have nothing to 
do with it. The preachers and the good 
women of Georgia are back of it. 1 
tel] you, you would be surprised to know 
how the preachers have stood for tne 
jast few years and preached righteowus- 
mess and temperance and prohibition. 
They have not all done it, but most or 
them in the country sections have. 
Where there has been the white feather 
shown at all it has been in these liquor 
cities. If the preachers were left out of 
this movement there would be no move- 
nent, and I say this to you that God 
may be given His place. It has been 
God’s word that has been proclaimed 
from God's pulpits that has arrested this 
public sentiment and crystallized it into 
action, backed up by conscience and 
by prayer. 

“Nliow it seems to me that it would be 
well for us this morning to take a view 
of the history of this movement in our 
state. Think of it! Twenty-five years 
ago the first effort was made with the 
Georgia legisiature to get pronfbition, 
and at that time a state prohibition 
measure would not even be countenanced 
before the committee. It was impogsi- 
ble: by those who agitated it at that 
time to get recognition by the commit- 
tee for state prohibition. lt Was re- 
garded as extreme and as fanatical, and 
they would not consider it; but they did 
sueceed in getting a form of local op- 
tion legislation, and that was regarded 
by: the whisky people as a tremendot's 
injustice to them and their business, 
and they so urged and argued. 1 have 
recently seen a copy of an address de- 
livereg before the general assembly of 
this state by a man at the time when 
that dil] was being considered, in which 
he took the position. as the leader of 
the forces of liquor, that this toca! 
option legislation was unjust, that it was 
unreasoneble, that it would hurt prop- 
erty, that it wovld fill this country with 
blind tigers and the like, the very iden- 
tical same argument that they are using 
today against this measure, though they 
pretend to be in favor of local option. 
Now after that local option legisiation 
passed little villages and precincts be- 
Zan to vote whisky out. Then it ex- 
tended into the counties, larger towns 
and small cities in Georgia, until today 
we have one h and twenty-five 
counties in Georgia that are for prohi- 
bition. 

Practically Free From Liquer. 


“All of the counties in Georgia, witn 
the exception of the few counties in 


ich the large cities are located, are| 


 eehetiontie free from liquor. Now that: 


has been great progress, and it has been 
a tilent progress in a way. It has been 
progress that has been brought about 
by the faithful. proclamation of the 
gospel. Now listen to me, because God 


knows that I want that He should have, 


the rightfwl place of glory in the vic- 
tory that is soon to be ours. 1 have 
taken part in a number of these county 
and town contests’in Georgia since lL 
first came into the state. I have for 
one reason and amother been Sought to 
ge here and there to help put whisky 
out, and I have gone and done my best. 

“Tl have never yet been to a place 
where whisky was put out but that I 
have found that the foremost men in 
putting it out were the pastors of the 
churches in those sections. Take 
recently in Valdosta. When I went to 
Valdosta to speak I found that the 
men who were right at the helm, sitting 
down in the seat of instruction and au- 
thority and planning were the preach- 
ers of that town, and they proved them- 
selves to be the wisest and shrewdest 
and strongest campaign -workers that 
that commun had, and but for -the 
preachers, and I am saying the preacher 
simply as the representative of the 
church forees, but for the preacher's 
place in that campaign, Valdosta would 
not today shine with such a glorious 
luster as she does in the prohibition 
column. And this has been true every- 
where. There has not been, I repeat, a 
Single victory out of all these 125 vic- 
tories, that have been won in the coun- 
ties of Georgia that has not been led by 
the pastors of the churches in the com- 
munities where the victory has been 
won; and, therefore, I warn. you again, 
be careful how you say, ‘Oh, this is not 
a preacher's movement, and a woman's 
movement, and a church movement, but 
is a great uprising of business men for 
business reasons.’ I want, when this 
victory ts finally announced, that God’s 
name shall be exalted, that we shall 
from one side of this state to the other, 
send up in one great chorus of Chris- 
tian song, ‘Praise God from.whom all 
blessings flow; praise Him all creatures 
here below.’ 

“Now, then, that brings us up to the 
present hour. As I have said, the sen- 
ate has done its work and their bil] has 
been transmitted to the house. Now 
what of the present status? As I have 
also said, [ have been present at every 
single meeting of the committee. I have 
been present before the committee met 
and I have talked with the men who 
have been most vitally interested, and I 
have prayed with them. I want to tell 
you men and women that there are 
representatives in this legislature that 
are talking to God about this thing. I 
have gone down on my knees in their 
rooms, in their hotels, and we have 
prayed for wisdom from God that we 
might know how to organize our forces, 
and that is why the forces of the pro- 
hibition element have been so united 
and so strong and so surprising to the 
outside world. God has been heard in 
the organization that He has effected. 
I know the arguments that have been 
put forth pro and con, and I want to 
go over them with you this morning for 
the purpose or strengthening your own 
Punpose and making you see the need 
of every man today that claims to be a 
man taking his place and doing his 
part in the present movement. 


Arguments Against Prohibition. 
“In the first place, they ‘have all put 
forth the argument that it is unjust 
legislation because it has ‘been of the 
nature of Snap judgment. They say, 
You did not wage a campaign; we did 
not know it was going to be brought 
up, and you did not serve notice on us 
and we were not prepared for the fight.’ 
And they were not, God knows that. and 
we do, too. And they say, ‘We had not 
Our lorces at our command, and, there- 
fore, it is unjust.’ That is the strong- 
est argument that they have put up. 
My answer to this argument is this, 
‘You must have been very blind to have 
lived in Georgia these years and not 
have realized that notice was served on 
you that this thing was going to be. 
You must certainly not have been go- 
ing about much. You must certainly 
have not seen the churches that are 
g0ing up in our state. You must cer- 
tainhby have not seen the school houses 


that are going up, and if so, you must! 


have been in ignorance of what these 
things were for, for what have we been 
educating our children for if not for 
the purpose of having them see the need 
of being righteous. What have our 
—!. been teaching the children to 
o? 

“What have been 


our preachers 


preaching for if not to inspire men to. 
those who are, 


take their stand with 
seeking the highest good to the largest 
number? What have been the mes- 


sages that have come from the preach-| 


lehy with their business, and they 
want to defer it long enough to get a 
shance to dispose of their stocks and 
be ready to skip. 

Another Argument. 

“Then another thing they say, they 
argue—and this is an argument that 
some of them plead with great earnest- 
ness—that i, will confiscate property; 
that a number of men have come into 
the state and they have invested larg*- 
ly in saloon property, houses in- whicz

phernalia, and great distilleries and 
oreweriés throughou; the state, and the 
passage of this measure will confiscate

earned wealth. Now listen: My answer 
to this is, first of all, have not the-e 
men who have got their money invested 
in liquor in the state é6f Georgia been 
aoing that same thing for the people ol 
this state ever since the first distilled 
drop of this stuff was licensed by the 
State? Have they not been confiscac- 
ing homes? I can take you today cc 
some that they have confiscated. Hav2

they not confiscated happiness? I car 
take you to one home not far from th'3 
place where they have confiscated as 
happy a home as ever w#s. I can take 
you to a home where a good, hard-work - 
ing, honest father got under the con- 
trol of strong drink to the extent that 
he coulg mot throw it off, and finally, 
in debauchery and shame, he went to 
his wife and three little children, two 
of them too small to talk and’ plead 
with him. He went to them and sa: 
down and calmly and dellberately told 
them that he was going to leave hom? 
never again to return; that he was no* 
worthy to he in that home as husband 
and father, and that he had los; all 


that he had, and that he was going to 
leave never to return, and the next 
morning when he started out from his 
home, he started with his little boy 
clinging to his knees and begging bim 
to come back and his wife prostrated in 
tears, her pleading having no weigh*. 
Vho did that? These men who are now 
talking about having their property cor- 
fiscated are the men who confiscated 
that woman's husband, who confiscated 
those little children's father, leaviry 
them penniless and helplegq and _ sick. 
Confiscated! What else have they cor- 
fiscated? They have confiscated wife, 
children, father, husbana, home an‘1 
heaven at last. 


Will Not Prohibit. 


“They also said in their argumenis 
down before “the committees that this 
thing, if put into a law, will not pro- 
hibit, and here is an argument that 
they have all used. They start out with 
the usual anti-prohibition stock arg'!- 
ment of referring to Maine and Kan- 
sas. The troudle with those who make 
this argument is that they have ne: 
traveled very much, they have proven 
that by the way they have acted. If 
they would get away from home, th-y 
woul@ see their mistake. They ta'k 
apout Maine. I have’ traveled more 
through the state of Maine than any 
dozen men that have avpeared before 
that committee asking tha; this bill do 
not pass. I have preached and lec- 
tured, one or the ether or both, in six 
large towns and cities in . Maine. I 
know hundreds of the best men ant 
women in Maine, and I have stopped at 
their hotels and their private homes. 
I have walked their streets and have 
rubbed up against their people, and T 
have never seen in ail the years that 
I have been going to Maine, I have 
never seen one man drunk, nor Rave I 
ever smelled one drop of Hquor, nor 
have I seen the Sslightest suspicion of 
liquor. In the cafes and hotels there 
is no liquor, no wine, no beer. Theio 
is no such thing in their lobbies or 
on their tables. 

“Oh, they have it there in hidden 
quarters. I am not here to deny that, 
but We have it hid around here in At- 
jlanta. It has not been long since 
rignt here in the Fulton county jatl 
there was discovered a distillery, An 
old man had an old coffee pot and h»2 
turned it into a distillery and he was 
distilling whisky, and I don’t know wh? 
was drinking it. And I have no doubt 
but that they have it in Maine, but 1 
have never seen, in my travels throug 
Maine, as much sign of drunkenness 
and rowdyism as we see on the streets 
of Atlanta in one day.

”™ interviewed all classes and condi 
ticns of our people and there was not 
One single legitimate business in At- 
lanta that did not say that we will be 
helped rather than hurt, but these folks 
say that it wil! hurt business. 

“Then I looked around to see whose 
business it would hurt. I saw that it 
would hurt the whisky seller’s business, 
for it would put him out of business. 
One of them said to me the other day, 
‘I will sell out my business to you.’ I 
Said, ‘What will you take for it?” He 
replied, ‘Fifty cents 
replied, ‘No, thank you, I will get it for 
nothing within a few weeks.’ He told 
me that there is not a whisky man in 
Atlanta that would not sell out at 50 
cents on the dogar. It is the same 
thing all over the state. 

“Yes, it will hurt their business, but 
what is their business? It is the busi- 
ness of preying upon my rights and your 
rights, and the rights of every man in 
this state. No man has a right to thrive 
on my rights and your rights. Who else 
will it hurt? It will hurt the real estate 
man who rents him the house in which 
he does business. There are over a hun- 
dred saloons in Atlanta. They rent a 
hundred houses for this business. And, 
listen, there is another kind of business 
that runs almost side by side with the 
saloon business. That is the business 
of prostitution in Atlanta. There are 
more than five hundred houses of pros- 
titution in Atlanta. Think of it! And 
they are keyed to the liquor traffic, and 
these men rent the property for these 
saloons and they rent the property for 
these houses of prostitution.

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CATTLE TICKS AND TICK (TEXAS) 
FEVER. 

There are yet thousands of southern 
farmers who have not yet “waked up” 
on the subject of cattle ticks and the 
fatal disease caused by the bites ~-! 
these parasites which have for moe 
than a century been a curse upon this 
fair land. For many years, indeed un- 
til less than twenty years ago (1889), 
the disease was supposed to be due 
to some peculiar climatic causes. Cat- 
tle shipped or driven from Texas to 
northern pastures spread the infection 
among the cattle of Missouri, Illinois, 
Kansas and other cattle-feeding states. 
It was supposed to be a contagious 
disease, something like smallpox, 
measles gr scarlet fevr among the ht- 
man kind. But the difcovery was 
made about twenty years ago that it 
was the little, insignificant-looking 
cattle tick that was at the bottom of 
all the trouble. It is now Known that 
the disease is produced or communicat- 
ed only by the bites of these insect:, 
or by the transfusion of blood from a 
discased animal to another, by arti- 
ficial means. , 

It is not the purpose of this article 
to give the detailed life-history of 
the cattle tick, but simply to still 
further awaken the farmers of the 
south to the vital importance of get- 
ting rid of the ticks, not only from 
their individual farms, but by cordial- 
ly cooperating with the national and 
state authorities in exterminating 
them from the face of the earth—in 
this country at least. It is compara- 
tively an easy matter for any indi- 
vidual farmer to get rid of the ticks 
on his own farm. But he should also 
aid the authorities by helping to cre- 
ate sentiment in his neighborhood and 
county in favor of exerting every 
means for the purpos. 

Now is a good time for any farmer 
to rid his farm of ticks. There are 
two or three methods by which this 
can be done, one of which is so sim- 
ple and inexpensive that any one may 
try it, if his cattle run in an inclosed 
pasture. The plan is to bring up to 
the “cowpen” at least once a week all 


(in the south, at least) it is a peren- 
nial, provided it be not permitted to 
mature seed. This. I know from long 
personal experience of the grass. But 
te sure you do not get the so-called 
“archie” grass, but really the common 
“cheat,” which is strictly annual. 

(2) Sand vetch, or, as it is perhaps 
better known, hairy vetch (Vicia wil- 
losa) has been cultivated a good many 
years—twelve or fifteen years, at 
least—in the south. The seeds should 
b sown any time in the early fall and 
plowed in-lightly. Or you may sow 
on bermuda sod in August or Septem- 
ber and not plow or harrow in at all. 
The seeds will come up after the first 
spell of rainy weather. What your 
wighbor says of it is measurably true, 
but I think he overstates its possi- 
bilities a little. I doubt if it be possi- 
ble to get two mowings and still have 
the plants to mature plenty of seed. 
The plant naturally seeds early in May 
and matures its seed and dies before 
June. It is a fair hay plant, a good 
land-improver. The one serious objec- 
tion to it is the high price of seed. 
Three pecks of seed per acre is about 
the average quantity, costing from $5 
to $8 per bushel. But once you get @ 
stand you should be able to keep it on 
the same land by its self-sowing for 
years: Both being legumes, it is not a 
scientific ratotion to follow’ vetcn 
with cowpeas. Corn or crab grass 
would be in order after the vetch. 


PERSIMMON AND SASSAFRAS
